State and Government Experts 
at Work Along Sierra 
Madre Range 

The California Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station Is eo-operaling lids sea¬ 
son witli (lie United States Department 
of Agriculture in soil surveys of de¬ 
tailed areas around Pasadena and San 
Uernardino and reeonnoiRsanep work in 
the San Diego region. After the work 
in these areas has been completed the 
parlies will take up detailed surveys ia 
the Russian River Valley and the 
llone.v Duke district and reeonnois- 
s mre work in the San Joaquin Valley. 

Four men from the station and four 
from the Federal Department have 
been assigned to the work. Under the 
co-operative arrangement adopted for 
these soil surveys, each pays the .sal¬ 
aries and expenses of its own men, 
while the Federal Government hears 
the expense of inspecting the work and 
publishing the report for each county.

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pips ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely neceesary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

Reports from the Pasadena High 
School show that our school holds a 
high standard. A few years ago this 
was not the ease anil our pupils were 
ill prepared. Ability to properly pre¬ 
pare the pupils for the higher courses 
and to get the best results from their 
studies is very necessary in our gram¬ 
mar school teachers and should he con¬ 
sidered above any personal like or dis¬ 
like, or personal peculiarities. Children 
cannot gttage as to the litness or unlit¬ 
ness of a teacher and their scope of 
vision along these lines is limited. This 
limitation should lie taken into consid¬ 
eration wlien children criticize and And 
fault. Parents should remember these 
things and Judge accordingly. Nine 
times out of ten the trouble rests with 
Ihe i>■ 11 ■ iI and not tile teacher. Some 
people wlio cannot control their own 
children expect a teacher to do so 
without any home co-operation.

Economy 

Hints 

A penny saved is

E VERY housewife 111 these (lays 
is interested in the question of 
reducing household expenses. 
She is willing to trade a little 
extra work for the money it will save. 
There is one place in the house that 
cleanliness pays, and that is around 
the gas stove. 

The nlr holes of the gas stove should 
be cleaned frequently, as, In the rustl¬ 
ing in of the air to mix with the gas 
and give the flame, particles of dust 
are carried with the air, and these clog 
the vent Unless there Is the right 
amount of air supplied there Is con¬ 
siderable loss in heat energy, more 
gas than necessary Is consumed and a 
longer time Is required for cooking. 

Tlie flame of the gas stove should he 
a clear blue, through which you can 
see. If It Is a red or a yellow the air 
mixture Is not the proper one. and 
steps should he taken at once to give a 
larger supply of nlr to the flame. Wash 
the burners In hot water, to which a 
liberal supply of washing sodn has 
been added, or with hot water and a 
strong soap that will cut grease. 

It Is a simple matter to take the burn 
ers ofT of most of the gas stoves, tint 
If this seems a difficult thing to do they 
may lie washed on ttie stove. The burn¬ 
ers In tlie oven should lie treated In 
tlie same whJ'. After washing them 
rub the burners with crude oil or with 
drippings which have no salt in them. 
Tills will prevent rusting ns well ns 
give a black appearance to the part. 

Tin* oven should he thoroughly wash¬ 
ed out and then lighted with the gas 
flames. Open the door during this 
process, for the heat without air would 
online the moisture to gather on tlie 
sides and the top of the oven. 

A thorough denning of this sort 
should lie given the gas range at least 
every ten days. This will tie sufficient 
if a whlskbroom Is used cm tlie stove 
every day and the top of the stove 
wiped carefully after cooking. The ap¬ 
pearance of a clean range Is enough to 
pay for the trouble In the eyes of many 
housewives, hut when in addition to 
this there Is added the saving of gas 
and consequently of money and a 
longer period of service for the gas 
range It should become a part of the 
regular household duties 

BEAUTIFUL LAMP SHADE. 

How to Make One That Has Somo 
Novel Features. 

Have you a child's discarded parasol 
In the house? If so, tiring It to light 
and transform It into a handsome 
lump shade for electric light. The 
very latest and most beautiful shades 
are exactly this shape, and once tlie 
handle Is removed from the parasol 
the rest Is easy. 

Ho take the handle ns carefully ns 
possible and then remove the covering. 
Tlie frame will probably look hopeless 
to the amateur Interior decorator, but 
she must get n strong piece of cord 
and take It around tlie edge of tlie 
frame, holding down each rib firmly. 
In doing so she should pull the cord 
rather tight between the ribs so that 
the shape becomes more bellied than 
formerly. 

The next step Is to rtp away one of 
the sections of the covering and press 
it well, especially along the seams. 
Tills Is the pattern by which all the 
new sections are cut. 

A soft, thin India silk makes the 
best kind of covering for a lamp 
shade, and the most satisfactory colors 
are old rose, orange brown and yellow 
tones. 

When cutting the sections follow tlie 
pattern exactly, hut cut an Inch or so 
longer at the wide end. Next baste 
Mich section carefully together and 
stitch up on the machine, l’luce the 
finished cover over tlie frame and se¬ 
cure at the top temporarily. I>raw 
the material down each rib and turn 
up tlie surplus to form n hem. Stitch 
the hem and Insert a narrow elastic. 
The cover is now complete, ready for 
the frame. 

Sew It at the top and finish with a 
covered button mold, a pouipon or any 
hiiiiiII ornament at hand. Willi very- 
strong thread secure the cover to tlie 
ribs and then with tlie lingers draw 
the fullness invay from the ribs at the 
center. There will be little or much 
fullness, according to tlie bell effect 
given 

How to Sweep a New Rug So It Will 
Not B« Harmed. 

A new rug or carpet should not lie 
swept with n broom. Use a carpet 
sweeper for several weeks until the 
pile becomes "set." Old fashioned 
housekeepers may tell you to sweep 
the new rug briskly to “remove tlie 
fuzz." What you will really he doing 
Will lie to sweep out some of the nap 
and probably Injure the surface of tlie 
mg. If you must sweep, however, he 
careful to move the broom with the 
pile of the fabric and not against It. 

Hugs should never lie tacked down. 
If in certain places In the room they 
are apt to be rolled buck or pushed 
about attnch hits of block tape with 
snap fasteners at the ends of the rug 
under the fringe and twin snap fas¬ 
teners to hits of black tape may lie 
tacked to (lie floor. The rugs mny lie 
taken up easily on sweeping day, and 
the small tacks which hold the hits of 
tape to the floor will not cause much 
Injury even to hardwood surface. 


HOW TO USE SCVERAL LIT¬ 
TLE HINTS EFFECTIVELY. 


Salt is a good absorbent, ns the 
housewife will discover if she 
runs for the salt receptacle when 
ink is spilled on the carpet or on 
the tablecloth, and puts on snlt. 
renewing tlie snlt ns fast as it 
nbsorbs tlie Ink. If tlie salt is 
put on tlie ink promptly it is 
generally so effective that prac¬ 
tically no ink stain remains. 

An added flavor is given to 
after dinner black coffee If each 
lump of sugar to lie served with 
it is rubbed with a piece of 
lemon peel a few moments be¬ 
fore time to bring on the coffee. 
Orange peel adds a delicate 
touch to tlie afternoon tea If the 
sugar to be used is rubbed with 
It a little while before it is 
served. 

Dishes in which eggs have 
been prepared or lmttor and 
dough mixed In should lie rinsed 
with cold water before they are 
washed. If put lu hot water be¬ 
fore tlie cold water Is applied 
the heat will cook tlie eggs or the 
flour paste sufficiently to make It 
stick to the dishes. 

Potatoes used instead of soap 
will keep the hands clean and 
the skin soft. The water In 
which potatoes have been boiled 
Is n good wash for table silver 
and keeps It bright with little or 
no exertion on the part of the 
housewife.

How to Mako Lunch Cloths of Em¬ 
broidered Damask. 

Some of the newest lunch cloths are 
being shown of embroidered damask.

A very silky mercerized cotton Is em- 
ployed for working out the design, and 
lids, with ttie soft sheen of the 
mask, makes a very rich cloth.

Ordinance No. 201 


An Ordinance of the Board of Trusteet 
of the City of Sierra Madre Prohib¬ 
iting the Construction, Maintenance, 
or Keeping within the Residence Dis-

Livery Stables, Corrals or Other 
Places for Animals for Hire, Estab¬ 
lishing the Boundaries of the Resi¬ 
dence district of the City of Sierra 
Madre; Regulating the Keeping of 
Animals for Hire; Providing a Pen¬ 
alty for the Violation of the Pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance and Re¬ 
pealing all Ordinances and Parts of 
Ordinances in Conflict Herewith. 


WHEREAS, we the Hoard of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre. on in¬ 
vestigation have found and determined 
as a matter of fact, that tin* maintain¬ 
ing in the residential district of said 
City of corrals, stahles and other in¬ 
closures for the care and keeping of 
animals for hire has invariably result¬ 
ed iu the accumulation of manure and 
other filthy substances of various kinds, 
generating noxious odors, and breed¬ 
ing and attracting Hies and other ver¬ 
min; has been the source of many 
loud, disagreeable and distracting 
noises; has been the cause of much 
dust, dirt, discomfort and damage to 
ihe inhabitants of said residential dis¬ 
trict; and constitutes an intolerable 
nuisance injuriously affecting the 
health, property and welfare of 
people of the said City residing in said 
residential district. 

And whereas the conditions 
mentioned have been the cause of fre¬ 
quent complaints from the people of 
said City, who have petitioned this 
body to pass an ordinance to prevent 
the further continuance of these condi¬ 
tions by excluding the causes thereof, 
Now therefore, the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre do or¬ 
dain as follows; 

SECTION 1. That it shall lie un 
lawful for any person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion or any employee of any person, 
firm or corporation to construct, main¬ 
tain or keep or cause or permit to be 
constructed, maintained or kept within 
trie limits of the Residential District 
of said city hereinafter described, an;, 
livery stable, corral or other inclosure 
or place for maintaining or keeping 
temporarily or permanently of animals 
for hire. 

SECTION 2. The Residence District 
of the City of Sierra Madre is hereby 
defined and described as follows, to- 
wit; 

Commencing at the junction of Cen¬ 
tral Avenue and Canon Avenue in said 
City, thence north to Alegria Avenue, 
thence west to Mountain Trail Avenue, 
thence north to Mira Monte Avenue, 
thence to the junction of Mira Monti 
Avenue and Carter Avenue, thence 
northwest and west along Carter Ave¬ 
nue and the line of Carter Avenue ex¬ 
tended to S.erra Madre Avenue, thence 
south on Sierra Madre Avenue to Live 
Oak Avenue, thence east on Live uak 
Avenue to the line of Canon Avenue 
extended, thence north to the place of 
beginning. 

Excepting, however, the following 
ascribed property lying within Hie 
above described boundaries and consti¬ 
tuting the principal business section of 
said City, to-wit:

SECTION 5. That any person, firm 
or corporation and any employee of 
any person, firm or corporation violat¬ 
ing any of the provisions of this ordin¬ 
ance shall lie deemed guilty of a mis- 
1 demeanor, and shall upon conviction 
thereof, be punishable by a line not to 
exceed *100.00, or by imprisonment for 
a period not to exceed thirty days, or 
by both such fine and Imprisonment. 

SECTION fi. The provisions of Sec¬ 
tions 1 and 3 of this ordinance are in¬ 
dependent of each other, and an attack 
upon one provision shall not affect the 
other. 

SECTION 7. That all ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict with the 
provisions of this ordinance are hereby 
repealed, 

SECTION 8. That Ihe City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of this 
ordinance and shall cause the same to 
be published once in the "Sierra Madre 
News.” a weekly newspaper published 
and circulated in tlie City of Sierra 
Madre and hereby designated fur that 
purpose, and from and after thirty days 
from such publication the same shall 
| take effect and be in force.
